T his language was the heart-utterunee 
of Mrs. Sarah Flow er Adams, who was 
born in Cam bridge, E ngland, iii F eb ru ­ 
ary, 1804, 
and whose history has bt*en 
b u t very slightly known to the great p u b ­ 
lic, who have cherished lier hym n as one 
of their m ost sacred treasures for nearly 
half a century. 
H er father wan tile editor 
of a weekly Cam bridge paper. H er m other 
wxs a woman of fine gifts and culture, 
ami she herself was the youngest child. 
She was noted in early life for the taste 
she m anifested in literature, aud iii m a­ 
tu rer years for great zeal aud earimst- 
ness iii her religotis life. 
Sin* contri­ 
buted prose and verse to the periodicals 
of the day, and lier art criticism s were 
valued. 
M arried at an early agi* am i of a frail 
constitution, she still, am id many bodily 
sufferings, kept lier 
pen 
busy, 
her 
thoughts aud w ritings always tending 
upwards. 
A t w hat tim e and am id what 
circum stances she caught the inspiration 
from which was envoived that wonder­ 
ful hym n, which bxs ever since echoed 
roum i ami round the gloln*, is not kn o w n : 
b ut it was probably during some fieriod 
of pt*cuhar trial, when her spirit wxs up­ 
lifted through sorrow alm ost above its 
earthly body. 
She little dream ed that 
lier hym n, like those of Toplady, C har­ 
lotte, E lliott and Ray Palm er, would la* 
liearil through the ages. 
I t was first published in 1841 in a vol- j 
lime of sacred lyrics issued bv a Mr. Fox, 1 tfnpportcii by hi* jmworful Comedy ComWna- 
of E ngland, ju st eig h t jean ,’ before the 
death of the gifted authoress, who only 
in*e|»arably linked when w ill Is* 
lived to tile age of 44, and thus never 
presented the American{Comedy* 
kucw the fame which was to attach to 
Drama, by MILTON NOBLES, 
her hymn and her name.
